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LAC might get West 
Virginia inmates 

The state of West Virginia is considering moving up 
to 400 inmates to the Lee Adjustment Center (LAC). 

Lawrence Messina, spokesperson for the cabinet over the 
West Virginia Department of Corrections, told the Enterprise 
Tuesday that his state had sent out requests for proposals for 
housing the inmates, and the bid for Lee Adjustment was 
the only one received. 

Messina said the state is experiencing over-crowding, 
and regional jails are having to be used. There are 1,149 
convicted felons in the regional jails. 

However, those jails do not have the programs that inmates 
need to complete so they can become parole eligible. 

That was one of the things the state wanted when it 
looked outside of its borders, a facility or facilities with the 
programs. 

LAC has the programs needed, he said. 

Messina said there is a provision in West Virginia law that 
permits inmates to refuse to be transferred out of the state. 

However, by completing the programs the inmates could 
get out of prison sooner, which gives them incentive, Mes¬ 
sina said. 

He said the inmates would be at LAC for a relatively short 
time, just long enough to complete the programs. They 
would be replaced by others needing the same programs. 

Messina said the bid from Corrections Corporation of 
America (CCA), which owns LAC, was a technical bid, 
showing what is available. It did not include a price. 

He said the state joint subcommittee on corrections had met 
Monday, and discussed the possibility of going with the LAC 
option or of adding the programs at the regional jails. 

A group from West Virginia will visit LAC on Tuesday, 
December 17. 

Steve Owen, spokesperson for CCA in Nashville, said in 
an email, “West Virginia is requesting proposals to enable 
the state to house inmates, who volunteer to be placed in 
facilities out of state, in nationally accredited facilities that 
provide the inmates with access to treatment and program¬ 
ming services. 

“CCA is proud that every year we help more than 3,000 
inmates earn their GEDs, which is critical since 95% of of¬ 
fenders will ultimately return to their communities.” 

LAC currently houses several hundred Vermont inmates, 
but is only at half capacity. If the West Virginia deal be¬ 
comes reality, the prison would be full or close to it. That 
would mean that more job opportunities would open at the 
facility. 

Seven to have 
parole hearings 

There are seven people, convicted in Lee and Owsley 
counties, that have parole hearings scheduled this month. 

Virgil Farler was convicted in Lee County on September 
23 of this year for trafficking in a controlled substance in 
the first degree. He is parole eligible this month. 

Gentry McIntosh was convicted on April 25 of this year 
in Lee County for trafficking in a controlled substance in the 
second degree. On July 22 of this year he was convicted of 
trafficking in a controlled substance in the first degree. He 
is eligible for parole in February. 

Chris Spencer was convicted in Lee County on January 
7, 2009 for theft by unlawful taking, burglary in the third 
degree and burglary in the second degree. On April 20, 
2009, Spencer was convicted of receiving stolen property 
over $300. Spencer is parole eligible in February. 

Stephanie Abney was convicted in Owsley County on 
February 15, 2012 for theft by unlawful taking. Parole 
eligibility is February. 

Justin Herring was convicted in Owsley County on June 
3 of this year for manufacturing methamphetamine. Parole 
eligibility is February. 

Michael Riley was convicted on December 1, 2006 in 
Owsley County for manslaughter in the first degree and 
criminal abuse in the first degree. He is parole eligible in 
February. 

Gary Seale was convicted in Owsley County on March 
6 of this year for manufacturing methamphetamine. Seale 
is parole eligible in February. 

Three more file 
for offices 

Only three people have filed for office since the last 
time names were published in the Enterprise. 

District 1 Magistrate Tim Brandenburg has filed, and just 
recently Jimmy Goodman filed to face him in the Repub¬ 
lican primary. 

The other new filing is Donnie Darrell Whitely, who 
seeks the position of District 2 constable. Whitely is a 
Democrat.

2013 County Data Book 

Lee does well in pre-school, 
poor in other categories 

The 2013 KIDS COUNTS County Data Book shows that 
Lee County is doing better than the state as a whole in one 
category (preschool), but is lower in many others. 

The 23 rd annual book was released Tuesday. 

Between 2007 and 2011, 39.8 percent of Lee County three 
and four year olds did not attend preschool. While high, that is 
much better than the state percentage of 58.9 percent. 

However, many Lee County children do not start their lives as 
healthy as the state average. There were 13.4 percent low-birth 
weight babies in Lee County during 2009 to 2011 compared 
with 8.9 percent for the state. The major cause is smoking 
during pregnancy, the book reports. 

During the same period, 46.8 percent of Lee County women 
smoked during their pregnancies. The percentage for the state 
was 23. 

A large number of those births, 42.1 per 1,000 were bom to 
Lee County teens between 15 and 19 years of age. 

The county’s youth were also more likely to be incarcerated 
than those in the state between 2010 to 2012. Per 1,000 of the 
ages 10 to 17, the county rate was 57.6, while the state rate 
was 51.9. 

Of the state’s 120 counties, Lee was ranked 95 in the overall 
question of child well-being. 

Other factors that contributed to that were: 44.5 percent of 
the county’s children lived in poverty between 2007 to 2011; 
10.7 percent of teens not in school were also not working dur¬ 
ing those years; the burden of high rental cost for 2013 was 
75 percent; 48.3 percent of fourth graders were not proficient 
in reading during school year 2012/13; 54.9 percent of eighth 
graders were not proficient in math during that school year; 26.3 
percent of births during 2009 to 2011 were to mothers without 
a high school degree; and, 28.5 percent of youth ages 0 to 17 
during 2010 to 2012 were living in out-of-home care. 

Jobless rate 
dips slightly 

Lee County’s jobless rate dropped slightly from Septem¬ 
ber to October, according to the Kentucky Office of Employ¬ 
ment and Training. 

The September rate was 12.2 percent, and the rate for October 
was 12.1 percent. That means that 320 Lee Countians were 
looking for work in October. 

The Kentucky River region’s overall rates was 13.4 percent 
for both months. 

The other counties, along with their September and October 
rates, were: Breathitt -11.7 percent to 12 percent; Knott - 13.6 
percent for both months; Leslie - 18 percent for both months; 
Letcher - 14.8 percent to 14.7 percent; Owsley - 10.8 percent 
to 10.7 percent; Perry - 12.5 percent to 12.3 percent; and, Wolfe 
- 12.3 percent to 12.2 percent. 

Woodford County had the lowest unemployment rate in the 
state during October at 6.1 percent. 

Leslie County’s 18 percent was the highest in the state. 

Unemployment statistics are based on estimates and are 
compiled to measure trends rather than actually to count people 
working. They do not include unemployed people who did not 
look for work during the period. 


County wants to buy 
school property 

The Lee County Fiscal Court Monday agreed to send a 
sealed bid to the Lee County School Board for the purchase 
of property that holds the St. Helens voting house. 

Magistrate Everett Lee Marshall said that the county 
had maintained the road for years, and had tried to buy the 
property, but the school board had rejected the county’s 
offer as being too low. 

Marshall said he was concerned that someone else might 
buy the property, and force the county to find another vot¬ 
ing house. 

Following an executive session to discuss the matter, 
the court gave Judge/Executive Steve Mays authority to 
enter a bid. 

Also during Monday’s regular monthly meeting, the court 
agreed to seek a loan from BB&T Bank to purchase two 
small compacter garbage trucks. The $171,847 loan is at 
a 2.11 percent fixed rate. 

Finance Office Pearl Spencer said she had tried to get 
a loan through two local banks, and the Kentucky As¬ 
sociation of Counties. However, the rates or terms were 
prohibitive. 

The court also approved to enter a joint, five-year con¬ 
tract with the City of Beattyville to get new computer-aided 
dispatch equipment. 

The Kentucky River Area Development District is obtain¬ 
ing the funding for the equipment, but both the county and 
city must pay maintenance fees. 

Approval was given to the dental plan for 2014 with 
Guardian Dental Insurance. Employees pay all of the cost, 
which is roughly $2 more a month for just an employee. 

A partial road, named Sidnick Road, which is off Sipple 
Road, was taken into the county road system. 

The court agreed to the second payment of $475,000 of 
federal funds to pay into an escrow account for the purchase 
of the Peoples Exchange Bank property. It is to be used as 
the Health Department. 

Approval was given to the 2014 health insurance contract 
with Anthem. It will be an increase of $10 per employee, 
but will have lower co-pays and deductibles. 

The court gave approval to a one-year lease of property 
to Cumberland Mountain Outreach for $1. 

The treasurer’s report showed that as of December 9, the 
bank balance by funds was: General Fund - $499,374; Road 
Fund - $472,861; Jail Fund - $57,276; LGEA - $43,296; 
Ambulance Fund - $55,311; and, Solid Waste - $59,442. 

Spencer told the court that she is concerned about cash 
flow, especially in solid waste. 

City not happy 
with Hinkle’s 

Mayor says promises not kept 

Hinkle Contracting might not get any more black¬ 
topping work from the City of Beattyville because of them 
not fulfilling promises to work on the second phase of the 
Streetscape Project. 

Mayor John Smith made it clear during Monday night’s 
regular city council meeting that Hinkle had not done the 
work it had promised, and that would be remembered. 

Smith said for the project to be closed out he was going to 
use StraightEdge Contracting, which had done the concrete 
work, to blacktop the aprons of the sidewalks. 

He said Hinkle had made several promises to do the 
work, but he added, “We’re not taking any stock in that.” 
“They would not return my phone calls,” Smith said. 
Asked by Council Member Mitch Cornelius if that would 
be remembered in the future, Smith said, “I’ll remember 
that next year.” 

Also during the meeting, Smith reported that all funds 
are in the black. The funds and their positive balances 
are: General Fund - $115,379; Garbage - $12,775; Sewer 
- $40,264; and, Water - $23,962. 

The city received two bids for water meters to replace 
those in the Southside system. C. I. Thornburg’s bid was 
incomplete, and so was not accepted. The bid by H. D. 
Supply of $ 182,952 was complete. That bid was well below 
the $209,000 available. 

The project will include replacement of 500 meters, 
updating telemetry and updating software. 

Smith said it would take two to three months to complete 
the project. 

The council agreed to join with the county in replacing 
the computer-aided dispatch equipment along with a five- 
year contract. 

Council Member Sam Cockerham said the city needs 
the request the state Highway Department to do a traffic 
count at the intersection of new KY 52 (Beattyville By¬ 
pass) and KY 1144 (the road to the high/middle schools). 
He said a light needs to be at that location because of the 
volume of traffic. 

The council entered executive session to discuss an 
employee issue.

Comer: The state of Kentucky 
agriculture is outstanding 


Local Government Tout¬ 
ing Several Issues for 2014 
Session 

As we approach the opening 
of the 2014 Regular Session of 
the Kentucky General Assem¬ 
bly, organizations are begin¬ 
ning to present their legislative 
agendas. While we have heard 
from a number of groups in 
the interim, among the ones 
we recently heard from were 
the Kentucky League of Cities 
and the Kentucky Association 
of Counties. These organi¬ 
zations, comprised of your 
locally elected officials, are 
an effective advocacy group 
in Frankfort and have come 
forward with enough issues 
to occupy the entire 2014 
session. 

The Kentucky League of 
Cities has presented us with a 
myriad of issues they support 
related to increasing revenue 
collections in cities. Among 
the legislation cities are sup¬ 
porting include an amendment 
to the Kentucky Constitution 
to permit cities to ask voters 
to decide on a temporary local 
sales tax for capital projects; 
legislation that would expand 
the authority of all cities to 
impose a restaurant tax with 
25% dedicated to the funding 
of the local tourism commis¬ 
sion; legislation to increase 
the Commercial Mobile Radio 
Service fees, ensuring that pre¬ 
paid providers are charged the 
same as postpaid and eliminate 
the sharing of fees with cell 
service providers. 

The issue creating the great¬ 
est discussion in Frankfort 
is the local option sales tax 
which would allow a com¬ 
munity, city or county, to 
impose a 1% sales tax to pay 
for specifically identified capi¬ 
tal projects with a provision 
the tax would expire upon 
repayment of the debt for the 
projects. For this to become 
law, a proposed constitutional 
amendment would have to be 
placed on the ballot. If ap¬ 
proved, the local jurisdiction 
would still be required to place 
a referendum before the voters 
before putting the tax in place. 
Proponents have been clear 
that this would require the tax 


be a one jurisdictional tax so 
that the city and the county 
could not both impose a tax 
for a total of 2%. 

Other items of interest to 
the League include legisla¬ 
tion to modernize the process 
by which cities are classified 
and eliminate the need for 
the legislature to be engaged 
in the process in the future 
and modernizing the road aid 
formula to provide a greater 
share of the funds be distrib¬ 
uted to areas with high traffic 
utilization. The funds in this 
“pot” are generated from the 
gasoline tax collections, which 
state officials indicate will see 
a reduction of at least $11.2 
million statewide in 2014. 

Currently, 22.2 percent of 
gas tax collections statewide 
are distributed based on a for¬ 
mula known as the “formula 
of the fifths.” This formula, 
originally devised in 1948, 
distributes the money among 
all 120 counties and 400 plus 
cities based on miles of road 
in the communities, without 
regard for traffic count or 
heavy truck or equipment 
utilization. 

At the county level there are 
a number of affiliate organiza¬ 
tions which comprise the Ken¬ 
tucky Association of Counties 
and each of the affiliates are 
able to adopt their own legisla¬ 
tive agenda. Those affiliates 
of KACo include the County 
Judge-Executives, Magistrates 
and Commissioners, Clerks, 
Sheriffs, Attorneys, Coroners, 
Property Valuation Adminis¬ 
trators and Commonwealth 
Attorneys. 

The issues at the fiscal court 
level, those supported by the 
judge-executives, magistrates, 
or commissioners, include 
the local option sales tax, so 
long as there are no offsets or 
reductions in other revenue 
sources; fully funding the 
medical costs associated with 
the operation of the county 
jails; increase funding for 
911 service through increased 
fees. 

Contrary to the position 
take buy the League of Cities, 
County Commissioners and 
Magistrates are supportive 


of maintaining the current 
County Road Aid Formula 
and are calling for a review 
of legislation that establishes 
the cap on the occupational 
license fees in counties with a 
population over 30,000. 

The County Judge’s Associa¬ 
tion is supporting legislation to 
allow library board members 
to be direct appointees of the 
judge-executive, with approval 
by the fiscal court rather than 
the judge-executive having to 
choose from a list submitted to 
them by the Commissioner of 
the Kentucky Department of 
Library and Archives. They 
are also calling for legislation 
to allow a greater percentage 
of the Coal Severance Fund 
to be returned to the coun¬ 
ties. The Commissioners and 
Magistrates are supportive 
of a similar initiative. Both 
organizations are also calling 
for an increase in state reim¬ 
bursement for precinct elec¬ 
tion officers while the County 
Clerk’s Association is calling 
for legislation to hold local 
option elections on the same 
day as primary and general 
elections and creating filing 
deadlines and standardized 
petitions for the process. 

The county judge-execu¬ 
tives are advocating allowing 
each fiscal court to determine 
the role constables while the 
Kentucky Sheriff’s Associa¬ 
tion is supportive of legislation 
to strip constables of all law 
enforcement authority. 
Finally, the county judge- 
executives are supporting 
legislation to restrict the use 
of eminent domain to those 
public utilities regulated by 
the Public Service Commis¬ 
sion and KACo affiliates are 
all supportive initiatives to re¬ 
strict unfunded mandates and 
to provide sufficient funding 
for the operation of the offices 
responsible for providing ser¬ 
vices at the local level. 

As you can see, both cities 
and counties are grappling with 
difficult financial situations 
and are seeking assistance 
of those of us in Frankfort 
at a time when the demands 
for state funds are already 
outstripping the available 
revenue. The combination of 
increased requests, declining 
revenue, and lack of strong 
support for increased revenue 
measures will insure insure a 
spirited session with all sides 
putting forward their best case 
to prioritize their initiative at 
the top of the list.

Commissioner out¬ 
lines the year in Kentucky 
agriculture,spells out his vi¬ 
sion of good government 

Kentucky Agriculture Com¬ 
missioner James Comer hailed 
a banner year for Kentucky 
agriculture and laid out a vi¬ 
sion of effective government 
that works with the private 
sector in his annual State of 
Kentucky Agriculture address 
today during the Commodity 
Luncheon at Kentucky Farm 
Bureau’s 94 th Annual Meeting 
in Louisville. 

“While other industries are 
struggling in a tough economy, 
the state of agriculture in 
Kentucky is outstanding,” 
Commissioner Comer said, 
pointing out that Kentucky 
crops are achieving record 
yields and production, horse 
sales are booming, and beef 
cattle and poultry are building 
on a strong year in 2012. 

Comer’s speech followed a 
presentation by University of 
Kentucky agricultural econo¬ 
mists who said that farm cash 
receipts from the sale of agri¬ 
culture and forestry products 
could approach or even exceed 
$6 billion in 2013. 

Comer mentioned that a UK 
study published last summer 
said the commonwealth’s 
equine industry generates $3 
billion in economic activity 
and more than 40,000 Ken¬ 
tucky jobs. 

Comer told the crowd at the 
Galt House Hotel that govern¬ 
ment does many things well, 
but complex problems that

demand creativity and innova¬ 
tion are best left to the private 
sector. Government can work 
in partnership with private 
business, as the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture 
has done with success, Comer 
said. 

“Government can foster a 
business-friendly environ¬ 
ment,” Comer said. “It can be a 
resource and provide an assist 
when necessary. It can even 
act as a matchmaker between 
producers and businesses. But 
then it must step aside and get 
out of the way.” 

Comer cited numerous 
successful initiatives at the 
Kentucky Department of Agri¬ 
culture in 2013, including: 

• Bipartisan passage of Sen¬ 
ate Bill 50, which creates an 
administrative framework 
for licensing and regulating 
industrial hemp production in 
Kentucky; 

• Homegrown by Heroes, 
which identifies farm products 
produced by Kentucky veter¬ 
ans, and Jobs for Vets, which 
helps veterans enter careers 
in agriculture. Last month, 
Homegrown by Heroes was 
scaled up to the national level, 
where it will be administered 
by the Farmer Veteran Coali¬ 
tion; 

• Growth of the farm license 


plate, or “ag tag,” program, 
which is generating thousands 
of new dollars for Kentucky 
4-H, Kentucky FFA, and Ken¬ 
tucky Proud; 

• The Farm to Campus Pro¬ 
gram, which is helping Ken¬ 
tucky universities locate and 
buy Kentucky Proud food 
products for their food service 
systems and gift shops; 

• The Farm to School Ju¬ 
nior Chef competition, which 
encourages young people to 
cook healthy, locally produced 
food; 

• Kentucky Proud for Ken- 
tuckybreds, which links the 
state’s signature horse indus¬ 
try to its agriculture industry 
by identifying horses bred in 
Kentucky; 

• Successful closure of the 
Kentucky Department of Ag¬ 
riculture’s motor fuel and pes¬ 
ticide testing laboratory, which 
will save Kentucky taxpayers 
some $600,000 a year, and the 
return of the original $1.65 
million earmark for the lab to 
the state Treasury; and 

• Udderly Kentucky, a brand 
that represents milk produced 
by Kentucky dairy farm fami¬ 
lies and processed by Prairie 
Farms Dairy of Somerset. 

Comer received a stand¬ 
ing ovation at the end of his 
speech, the first in many years 
at the Kentucky Farm Bureau 
Commodity Luncheon.
